Making possible, if not probable, the erection of several small 


dams in the San Gabriel canyon for purposes of flood control, the 
board of supervisors on Monday passed a resolution to pay Con- 
tractors Fisher, Ross, MacDonald & Kahn the sum of $830,765.90, 
as additional compensation to close the contract entered into with 
that firm to build the great San Gabriel dam at the forks, now 
abandoned because of a condemnation of the site by the state 
engineer. 


The sum of $830,765.90 contains the following items: excava- 


tion, final payment, $244,463.70; ten per cent hold-back due con- 
tractors, $203,479.20; force account for extra tunneling and shafts, 
$8,044; purchase of buildings and equipment, $92,779; stand-by 
charge during idleness after contract was stopped, $282,000.

Settlement of the claim of con- 


tractors, as made possible on Mon- 
day, will release for use the remaind- 
er of the $25,000,000 itemized in the 
flood control bond issue of 1924 for 
the building of-the San Gabriel dam, 
it was stated by the supervisors 
Engineer E. C. Eaton, in charge of 
flood control work for the county, 
told the board that the condemna 
tion of the great dam at the forks 
by the state did not carry with it 
the prohibiting of the building of a 
smaller dam at the forks of the rock 
and dirt fill type, nor did it prohibit 
the building of smaller dams in the 
lateral canyons if suitable sites can 
be obtained.

With Southern California History

ClIRATOR Of CLUB SECTION OF HISTORY AND 


LANDMARKS READS PAPER ON FOUNDING 


OF EARLY TRAIL THRU VALLEY 


Mrs. Pardon Head, curator of'the 


itudy section of California history 
and landmarks for the Covina Wo- 
man 's club, at a meeting of the 
section on Monday read a paper 
covering her findings on the history 
of the old San Bernardino road as it 
passes thru Covina. A synopsis is 
as follows: 


In the year 3771, the mission of 


San Gabriel was founded and the 
padres traveled over the old San 
Bernardino road, visiting the Indians 
cattered thru the San Gabriel valley. 
In 1819, the Assistencia was estab- 
lished, oii a site between the present 
cities of Redlands and San Bernar- 
dino, and again the old road was used 
for communication. Over this route 
the Indians dragged the logs from 
the San Bernardino mountains .for. 
the building of the mission. 


In 1774, Juan Bautista Anaa and 


his band of twenty men entered 
the valley over this road,; complet- 
ing an overland trail from Sonora, 
Mexico, to the San Gabriel mission. 
It is said that they camped in San 
Antonio wash, east of Pomona, carv- 
ing their names on a sycamore tree. 
Anza continued to use this route in 
guiding settlers and cattle into the 
valley. 


Jedediah Strong Smith and a party 


of fifteen men, all trappers and hunt- 
ers from Salt Lake City, invaded 
the Sun Gabriel valley in the fall of 
1826, but did not find a welcome 
among the Spaniards and were or- 
dered to leave. Under date of No- 
vember 27, 1826, Smith states in his 
diary that his party camped at Mud 
Springs. This spot is located one-half 
mile south of the main street of San 
Dimas. The following spring, they 
traversed the San Bernardino road 
to the neighborhood of the Assis- 
tencia, 
remaining 
several 
weeks 


breaking horses, which were to be 
ridden back to Salt Lake City. 


Emigrants, traders and trappers 


traversing 
the 
Spanish 
Caravan 


Trail from New Mexico and Inde- 
pendence, Missouri, entered the val- 
ley by this road, having as their 
objective the San Gabriel mission. 
William Wolfskill, who reached Los 
Angeles in February, 1831, was prob- 
ibly the first white man to travel 
the Spanish Caravan Trail all the 
way to New Mexico. 


The trail over the old San Ber- 


nardino road was used for heavy 
freighting and for the passage of 
stock. This travel started at Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, passed thru the 
southern part of Utah and Nevada, 
on -the) north>bank ot the Color*lo 
river, crossed'the Hio Virgin, tu/ned 
south and followed the Colorado to 
Port Mojave, just north of the pres- 
ent site of Needles. Here it crossed 
the Mojave desert and entered the 
valley thru San Bernardino moun- 
tains. The trail made a stop at Cuca- 
monga, where the remains of the 
adobe stage station still exist. The 
next station was at Mud Springs, 
sair] by David M. Tongue of San 
Dimas to have been south of Cienega 
street and east of the junction of 
the Mountain Meadows road and the 
railroad. The trail then followed the 
base of the San Jose hills, entering 
the present site of Covina from the 
east. It deviated south' a block to 
what is now Orange street, then took 
a southwesterly direction, crossing 
the San Gabriel river near the pres- 
ent bridge of the Southern Pacific, 
then west to the end of the Santa 
Fe Caravan Trail, where the Valley 
Maid creamery now stands. The sta- 
tion, being surrounded by willows, 
was called El Monte. Aa the major- 
ity (jf the emigrants were farmers 
from the Mississippi valley, they set- 
tled on the agricultural lands in that 
locality. 


Another trail left. Santa Fe, carry- 


ing travelers who started from In- 
dependence, Missouri. These emi- 
grants were mostly on horseback and 
without luggage. 
As water was 


scarce, this route was used only for 
rapid travel, becoming, in 1858, the 
route of the Buttcrfield stages be- 
tween St. Louis and San Francisco. 
This trail went south from Santa Fe 
into old Mexico, entering the United 
Status again at Yuma. Here it cross- 
ed the Colorado river, continued west 
and south thru the mountains to 
Warner's hot springs and Chino, 
turned westward and entered El 
Monte thru La Puente raneho, on the 
south side of the San Jose hills. 


Between 1830 and 
1840, large 


tracts of land were granted by the 
king of Spain to his soldiers who 
had served in Mexico and the Cali- 
fornias. In 1837, Rancho San Jose, 
a grant given to Ygnacio Palomares 


and Hi car do Vejar, was dedicated 
with pomp and ceremony. The ser- 
vice was held under a large oak tree 
still standing on the edge of Gan- 
esha park, Pomona, and was attend- 
ed by Padre Zalviedoe and his In- 
dian neophytes from the San Gab- 
riel mission. Don Luis Arenas, a 
brother-in-lnw of Palomares, obtain- 
ed a grant and called it San Jose 
addition, the two parcels compris- 
ing 22,340 acres.. The Chino rancho 
of Antonio Marie Lugo, the Rancho 
Cucamonga, and La Puente rancho 
of William Workman and John Row- 
land were all large grants, the lat- 
ter containing 42,790 acres and be- 
ing bounded on the north by the 
San Bernardino road. 


The first flag pole bearing the 


stars and stripes was brot from Mill 
ereek, in the San Bernardino moun- 
tains, according to the historian, 
Guinn, carried on Spanish -'carritas 
and drawn by oxen. The party, in 
command of Juau Ramirez, was sent 
from, Los Angeles in May, 1847, by 
Col. J. B. Stevenson, military com- 
mander at Fort Moore, and consist- 
ed of an army of Indian workers, a 
dozen old carritas, twenty oxen for 
each truck and an Indian driver for 
each ox, as wjell as ten American 
soldiers for protection from the hos- 
tile Indians and disgruntled settlers. 
The party returned with two tim- 
bers, one 00 and the other 80 feet 
long, which were spliced and raised 
to carry the stars and stripes over 
Fort Moore on July 4 of that year. 


Phineas Banning established an 


inland trail from Salt Lake City in 
18S5 which used this road. The first 
caravan was composed of 15 two- 
mule teams and ran on schedule until 
the opening of the Union and Cen- 
tral Pacific railroads in 1809. 


Perhaps the' .-itrangest mode of 


travel that ever passed over the 
road was a caravan of camels that 
were imported from 
Africa 
and 


Arabia by congress, at the request 
of Jefferson Davis, and used unsuc- 
cessfully as freighters across the des- 
ert, carrying freight from points in 
New Mexico to Fort Tejon. 


The old adobe house to be seen 


on_the north of the Mountain Mead- 
ows road was planned by an Italian 
architect for Don Arenas, as- a fam- 
ily residence, and completed in 1866. 
Three years earlier, Saturnino Car- 
rion planted shrubs and, it is said, 
orange trees on a tract near Mud 
Springs, .which he had been given 
twenty years previous by his uncle 
and aunt, Senor Ygnacio PalomarcB 
and Concepcion. Lqpez ,de Eftlomaros. 


With the advent of the Southern 


Pacific railroad, the freighting ceas- 
ed and the overland travel that re- 
mained followed the route south of 
the San Jose hills, known now as 
the Valley boulevard.
